Alberta. Martin became a . 


symbol of the nation’s history in 
the 90s after she was Officially 
recognized as the last Jiving 
Confederate widow. Then, in 
Jan. 2003, she became an even 
larger symbol as the last living 
, Civil War. widow following the 
death of Gertrude Janeway, the 
last widow of a Union veteran. 
On Monday of this week, 
May 31, Martin, *a longtime 
Elba resident, died at the 
Enterprise Nursing Home of 
complications from a_ heart 
attack suffered May 7. She was 
97-years-old. : 
Funeral services for Martin 
will be held Saturday, June 12, 
at |. pam. at First Assembly of 
God Church in Elba. Burial will 
follow at New Ebenezer Baptist 
/ Church cemetery in an 1860s 
style ceremony. Arrangements 
are being handled through Byrd 
Funeral Home of Dothan, and 
complete details can be found in 
the Obituary section. 


Editor’s. Note: The following

as a journalism student, It is a 
| presentment of Alberta Martin's 
story and rise to fame; there 
fore, we have chosen to reprint 
it for history’s sake: 


Alberta Martin receives 
recognition by being the last 
living Confederate widow, and 
she is able to participate in his 
torical events because of this 
recogniuion. 

Martin, a resident of Elba 
Ala,, received this recognition 
officially Jast year after it was 
discovered that she, a widow of 
a Confederate soldier, should 
be receiving a pension 
designed for the families of 
Civil War soldiers. 

When Martin married 
William Jasper Martin on Dee 
12, 1927, she was already a 
widow and mother. Martin said 
she. met her husband at a local 
country store where he played 
dominoes with the other men 
She would talk to him over u 
fence beside the store, 

They were an unlikely couple 
because she was 21 and he was 
$1. Martin said she married the 
elderly man because he was a 
good man, and he was good to 
her. Neither the age difference 
nor his part in the war made a 
difference to her, Together they 
had one son, William Oren 
Martin. 

While attending 4 meeting of 
Confederate soldiers in 
Montgomery in 1932, Mr, 
Martin became ill, He was sent

Chancey insists the impor- 
tance of Martin is not that she 
is receiving pensions because 
she wis married to a 
Conlederate soldier, but she 
was married to & man Who 
fought in one of the most brutal 
wars throughout history. 

“He didn’t talk about it 
much,” Martin said when asked 
what her husband told her about 
the war. “He did believe he was 
fighting for our freedom.” 

Martin said about the only 
thing her husband told her about 
the war was that they would 
have to put sticks over the 
streams of water after it rained 
to keep from sleeping in the 
waler, 

“lt depended on what they 
had gone through as to whether 
a soldier spoke of the war,” said 
Patrick Harris, professor and 
chairman of the History 
Department at Troy State

The day was filled with spe 
cial moments as the Sons of 
Confederate Veterans and Sons 
of Union Veterans brought the 
two ladies together, 

The day's events began with 
breakfast at Lee's Headquarters. 
It had been previously arranged 
by park officials to allow Martin 
the chance to eat with Lee's sil- 
verware, 

“L was honored when they let 
me eat breakfast with General 
Robert E. Lee's silverware,” 


“It was sad to me,” said 
Martin. “Tears were coming into 
my eyes, It wus good that they 
let me and Mrs, Anderson ‘put 
the roses on the casket because 
they don't know which side the 
soldier fought for in the war.” 

The day's events also includ- 
ed a@ significant. handshake 
between the two ladies. The 


handshake was meant to sym- 


bolize that of the soldiers who 
used to meet at “Bloody Angle” 
and shake hands after the war 
ended. It Was a handshake which 
signified the war was over. 

“To see the two ladies shake 
hands was very electrifying,” 
said Griffin. “It was a hand- 
Shake with meaning and pur- 
pose. The ladies show the spirit 
of unity and healing of wounds 
that may still exist,”

National World War II Memorial a reality... .€ditorial by Congressman Terry Everett 


Three years after the U.S 
House and Senate gave final 


approval to the construction of 


the long-awaited World War II 
Memorial on the National Mall 
in Washington, D.C., the struc- 
ture is a reality. It was officially 
dedicated last weekend before a 
crowd of thousands of veterans 
and tourists. 

Our nation’s capital is a city 
of monuments to America’s 
founding fathers and military 
heroes. It is hard to visit here 
and not feel patriotic, Yet for all 
its shrines to our noblest ideals 
and freedoms, there has been 
one obvious void. Although 
monuments like Iwo Jima, com- 
memorating a specific World 
War II battle, have been here for 
years, Washington, D.C. .had no 
memorial dedicated to the valor 
and sacrifices of all those who 
served and fought in World War 
Il, 


The numbers are staggering. ° 


More than 16 million Americans 
(including many of our parents 
and grandparents) donned a mil 
itary uniform in defense of free- 
dom during the’ Second World 
War. At least 400,000 of those 
patriots literally gave their lives 
on battlefields on land and at sea 
so that liberty could persevere 
against global tyranny. Another 
600,000 were injured, 

Millions more here on the 
home front labored in arma- 
ments factories and personally 
did without in order to supply 
and support the victorious war 


effort. Certainly such bravery’ 


and triumph of the human spirit 
deserves special tribute, yet for 
60 years there was no national 
memorial to honor those we 
know as America’s “greatest 
generation.” 


The Elba Police Department,

In 1993, Congress passed spe- 
cial legislation authorizing the 
creation of a national World War 
Il Memorial.

Teen traffic deaths also 
peak in summer, when teens log 
significantly more hours behind 
the wheel and are much more 
likely to drive at night — many, 
for the first time. 

Children are more likely to 
be on the road with their parents 
in summer — traveling longer 
distances, at night and for longer 
stretches at a time. 

Parents driving with children 
are more likely to drive fatigued

About this time every year it seems [| see three or four rattlesnakes 
crossing the road each week. |i may be thatthe warm weather has 
them looking for a mate or they are Sull 4 bit hungry from their long 


»winter hibernation. Whatever the reason for their activity, 1S wise 


for anyone working or playing in the outdoors to keep an eye on the 
ground. , 

Most snakes’ coloration makes them blend tp pertecUly with their 
surroundings and is often hard forthe human eye to pick up, espe 
cially if they aré not moving. While snakes are not normally agygres 
sive, they can respgnd with lightning speed When we accidentally 
invade their territory. More than a few fishermen have’ been, bitteh 
by a cottonmouth as they slid a beached boat into the water. This 
particular snake loves to lic under small boats as i,affords them a 
quite and warm hiding place. 

Alabama is home to six species. of poisonous snakes. All are pit . 
Vipers with the exception of the coral snake Snakes to pay particu

1. The Cottonmouth or water moceasin- the distinguishing feature 
of this snake is its white mouth. thus the name “cottonmouth, — Phe

2. Eastern Diamondback Rattleynaket- Mostcommon:in the very 
southern most Alabama counties.’ They are the most dangerous oI

Alabama. lt can be found trom the mountains im. the north 
to the coastal plain. They can reach 4 length of 7 feet and are ollie 
mistaken for the eastern diamondhack. 

4. Copperhead or Highland Moccasin

This new system 
will replace the similar, older equipment shown in the foreground. Installed with federal funds supplied 
by the Army Corp. of Engineers, maintained, supported and monitored by the Choc, Pea and Yellow 
River Watershed Authority, this flood warning system is monitored regularly by trained personnel. It is 
designed to measure rainfall and ground water levels (river stages) and automatically transmit this infor- 
feation toa cefitral monitoring office..The central computer takes information from this set of gauges. 
combines it with data from sixteen other similar monitoring units installed throughout the affected river 
basins in an effort to better prepare citizens for potential high water problems by giving them more 
warning before high water becomes a rea] life flooding problem. 
By moving the gauges to the top of levee, rather than Jeaving them on the side of the bridge, informa- 
tion is expected to be more accurate and equipment should last longer, and have a reduced incidence of 
maintenance because there is Jess vibration. Another plus is that by placing the transmitter higher in the 
air, information is received at the monitoring station in New Brockton with a stronger, clearer signal. 

The information collected by these 17 gauges is supplemented by regular visual river Jevel readings 
taken by the Elba police department and by nearby equipment installed, maintained and monitored by 


the National Geological Survey, operating out of Tallahassee, Florida, 


Elba Police cracking down on illegal use of ATV’s (4-wheelers)

All-Terrain Vehicles (ATV) 
have become very popular 
throughout the years, but the 
illegal usage of those vehicles 
has forced local police officers 
to buckle down on riders. 

“ATV's (4-wheelers) are for 
off-road use only,’ said Elba 
Police Chief R,W. Whitworth. 
“This means fields, woods or 
private property.” 

He said AFV’s are not made 
for transportation, and the 
Department of ‘Transportation 
(DOT) has not approved them 
for anything. An owner can not 


buy a tag for it which means the 
vehicle can not be legally put on 
the road. ; 


So, what exactly is considered 


as roadway? 
According to Whitworth, a 
roadway is recognized as shoul- 


' der to shoulder which means 


someone riding a 4-wheeler on 
the side of the road or right-of- 
way is illegal riding that ATV. A 
highway is simply the improved 
portion of the roadway. 
Therefore, paved and dirt roads 
fall under the rules of a road- 
way. 

“You can enforce laws on the 
roadways,..not.yards or private
